Mailing of gifts for Army and 
Nàvy persoünel overseas must be- 
fin by September 15, if many of 
jthe men and women in oür armed 
ices are not to be disappointed 
amd September 15 is less than two 
weeks away. 

Christmas gifts may be mailed 

parce] post to Army men and 
women overseas only -between 
September 15 and October 15. 
After the latter date, such parcels 
hä’ hot beiled unless a'writ- 
ten request from the soldier for 
the article is presented with each 
pareel. No soldier should have to 
ASK for a Christmas gift; so gifts 
must be mailed on time. The Navy 
also urges that gifts be mailed be- 
tween September 15 and October 
is. 

Reasons for the eárly mailing 
dates are: The vast distance that 
the parcels must travel to reach 
our men at war fronts and sta- 
tions the world over; frequent 
transfers of thousands of men 
from, ote location to another, 
which means forwarding of the 
mail and cohsumes  additlónal 
time; the necessity for giving 
preference to reinforcements, 
arms, munitions, medicine. and 
food in -allotment of shipping 
space, which often means that 
the shipments of gifts must wait. 
And it is most urgent that gifts 
be delivered to the men IN TIME 
FOR. CHRISTMAS, to keep their 
spirit high. ,
